Bodily nature has two wayes of exiſling , ohe 
by itſelf, inthe three inferiour degreesof created 
beings; another , in conjunction with intelleQual 
nature, in the fourth; man. IntelleQual nature 
then, being far more excellent then bodily , and 
much more neer andlike to its creatour , will 
doubtleſs be found to have the like priviledg of 
exiſting alſo rwo wayes ; firſt, ſingly , as a whole 
being , in angels; ſecondly, in compoſition with 
bodily, as part ofa being, in man.
